BORE TATTERED FLAGS.

Proudly aloft they 
held their tattered battleflags an I 
the vast multitude through which 
they passed, seeing in the thinned 
ranks visions of the battlefields of 
Vicksburg, Shiloh, Gettysbuig, Chat- 
tanooga and Atlanta and campfircs 
stretching from the Potomac to the 
everglades of Florida, greeted them 
with cheers that fairly drowned the 
blare of the bands. 


It was an. ideal autumn day. The 


air was filed with golden sunshuie 
and the light breeze out of the west 
was just strong enough to give lUe 
to the gorgeous decorations and keep 
the flags tugging at tneir haliards. 
Although the procession was not to 
move until 10 o'clock, the swarming 
crowds were abroad early lining tli3 
sidewalks and overflowing the great 
stands along the line of march.

Acduth Veslmlom temple was com- 


pletely filled Tuesday evening by a 
splendid audience that came to hear 
Judge William O. Ewing, of Chicago, 
in his lecture on "Christian Science; 
Phystician and Redeemer*" 
Judge 


Ewing is one of the most eloquent ad- 
vocates of the ChirstianSclWce move* 
ment, and he is not a stranger in Fort 
Wayne, having appeared two years 
ago before.a great audience at Prin- 
cess rink. His manner is most pleas- 
ing, and he speaks with -a calm earn- 
estness and a simple logic that can 
not fail to (be impiessive. 


The lecture last evening was given 


under the auspices of the First 
Starch of Christ, Scientist, and a mu- 
sical program of half 'an hour in 
length preceded the lecture.* Judge 
Ewing was introduced by Ju'dge Rob- 
ert S. Taylor, after William Brad- 
ford Dickston 'had made some an- 
nouncements, In part Judge Taylor 
said:

I am more than glad to perform this sim- 


ple dutv, A most wonderful fact in nature 
is the yearning of the soul for tno super- 
natural, a longing for religion. And could 
we be lifted high enough to view earth's 
peoples I imagine wo should be impressed 
with the spectacle of lon& lines of humamtj 
each following a religious sect, each confi 
dent he had found the true faith and each 
more or less distrustful Of tho other. Yet 
so far aa my observation 
goes I believe 


thero is today more toleration, far less of 
that religious rancor, than was prevalent in 
my earlier days. 
Years ago controversies 


between sects were most acrimonious and 
virile. 
Today much of this 
has 
disap- 


peared. 


I always like to hoar a lawyer talk about 


religion or science 
The legal 
training 


gives men capacity for clear, logical rea- 
soning. The lawyer, too, likes to talk to a 
gooJ juror, and one of the requisites of a 
good juror is that he know nothing abort: 
the case on trial. In this light I commend 
myself this evening as a qualified juror m 
this case 
Perhaps in the miuds of most 


people Christian Science stands rather for 
a science of healing the sick, 
I houe to 


hear tonight that it io more than that. J 
hope to hear that it is the science of living 
wpll in body, mind and soul; that it is a 
system that elevates and develops man's 
spiritual nature as well as his physical 
being.

FEDERAL PROBING THEN 10 


Washington,

has failed signally through _t)he absa 
lute refusal of the coal magnates to 
entertain any proposition emanating 
from President 
Mitchell, of 
the 


Mine-workers' union, or to entertain 
any proposition -wi'hicSi in any fasn- 
Jon jniplied recognition of Tin: Mitch- 
ell or the union. 
, A final effort, -with hope of suc- 
cess, is to 'be mia'de to end the coal 
strike. It has been discussed by the 
president 'and same of his advisers 
today and white the idea is still in 
an .uncompleted state and the final 
result still uncertain, yet it 'offers a 
method which, now seems to be the 
only solution of the problem. The 
suggestion is made that President 
Mitchell, t£ Jhe United Mine Work- 
ers, may be (alble (to have the men 
Blow on strike return to -work in or- 
der to avert .the impending-disaster 
•which a fuel famine will cause and 
that at as early a date as possible 
there dbttli be a complete investiga- 
tion by the nution'al legislature and 
by 1/iie stats legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania into the •anthracite coal situa- 
tion -with a view.of [bringing before 
the public the facts and conditions 
of the miners, -witHi a, view to legis- 
lation or recommend'a-Hons for re- 
lieving the condition cf the miners in 
the new future. 


While it ..is not absolutely possible 


to guarantee .such an investigation, 
there is little doubt that recommen- 
dations by the president and the ex- 
ecutive of Pennsylvania would be 
promptly acted upon by congress and 
the Pennsylvania legislature. 


Just how President Mitchell will 


view this suggestion cannot be 
stated, but it is known that he and' 
others fully realized that after the 
statements by the presidents of the 
coal roads yesterday there is little 
•hope of securing any 
adjustment 


•with the operators by which the pen- 
pie of. the country may be supplied 
with coal- It is expected that Presi- 
dent Mitchell will confer with his as- 
sociates and if they can determine 
that'the mine workers may be fully 
as much benefited by the course sug- 
gested a3 by continuing' the "strike, 
and causing the widespread suffering 
which is sure to follow a deadlock, it 
is expected that negotiations will be 
opened with a view to carrying out 
the new proposition. Much will de- 
pend upon the way the miners view 
the proposition and whether 'they 
think it will cause a loss of prestige 
to the union from which it cannot r-v 


UOT .TO CAI/L CONGRESS. 


Washington, Oct. 4,—There will be 


no call for an extra session of con- 
gress to deal with, the coal strike 
situation at this stage. The presi- 
dent expressly stated in his appeal 
to the operators and representatives 
of the miners yesterday that he did 
not act officially in calling- them to- 
gether. He 'Iras, for the time being, 
exhausted hs'individual resources. In 
>his view, the matter is again one 
with which the state of Pennsylva- 
nia should deafl. 
If t'he common- 


wealth fin'ds itself unable to control 
the situation and appeals to him 
through the constitutional channels, 
the president will be rea'dy to bring 
' into play the great forces of the na- 
tional government, military 
and 


civil. But for the time being tlie 
president h.'s relaxed his efforts. 


A great mi-ny radial suggestions 


Qiave been made «* tQie result of the 
failure of the conference yesterday 
and they include everything from 
taking possession of the mines by 
the government to sending United 
States troops to Pennsylvania with- 
out regard, to 'any call from tlie gov- 
ernor of that state. It can be posi- 
tively stilted that none of these sug 
gestions lias received any serious 
consideration by the administration 


BELIEVE LIMIT IS BEACHED. 
It is not yet known whether Preai 


is disappointment that the effort of 
the president met with no batter 
success, 'but it seems, to be the 'opin- 
ion of those Vv^o are cognizant of 
the situation that the administration 
can do no more. The good offices of 
the .president to settle the strike was 
the limit of his power.

tors, tihe miners' ^ntl the general 
public. 
I speak for neither the 


operators nor the miners, but the 
general »public. The questions at 
issue which led to the situation 
•affect immediately the parlies con- 
cerned—the operators and the min- 
ers; 'but the situation itself vitally, 
•affects the public. 
As 
long as 


there seemed to foe a reasonable 
•hope that these matters could be 
•adjusted between the. parties it did 
.n'ot seem proper to me to intervene^ 
in iany way. I disclaim any rigflit. 
or duty to intervene in this way 
upon legal grounds or upon any. 
official relation that I bea-r to the 
situation; "but the urgency;'and the 


. terrible nature of the catastrophe 


impending over a large portion of. 
'our people in the shape of a win- 
ter fuel famine 
impel me after 


much anxious thought to believe 
d'hat my duty requires me to use 
whatever influence I personally can 
to bring 
to an end a situation 


which lias become literally intoler- 
taible. 
I -wish to emphasize the 


character of the situation and to 
say that its gravity is such that I 
am constrained urgently to insist 
that each, ono of you realize the 
•heavy burden 
of responsibility 


upon him We are upon the thresh- 
hold of winter with an already ex- 
isting coal famine the future ter- 
rors of wfliicih we can hardly yet 
'appreciate. 
The evil possibilities 


are so far-reaching, so appalling, 
thait it seems to me that you are net 
only justified in sinking but re- 
quired to sink for the time being 
any tenacity as to your respective 
claims in the matter at issue be- 
tween you. In my judgment the 
situation 
imperatively 
requires 


that you meet upon the Common 
plane of tflie necessities of the pub- 
lic. With all ihe earnestness there 
is in me I ask that there be an im 
mediate resumption of operations 
in the coal mines in some such way 
as .will without a day's unneces- 
sary delay meet t&ie crying needs 
of the people. 


I do not invite n discussion o: 


your respective claims «nd 
lions. I appeal to your patriotism 
to the spirit that sinks persona 
considerations -and makes individ 
ual sacrifices for the general g~ood 
Mr. Mitchell and his party wen

Itoriog, 
eading a squad of'men, attempted to 
set fire to the fort. He crept under 
he walls and started a blaze, but the 
Moros discovered: him and1 forced the 
Americans to retreat. 


SULTAN LED A SORTIE.

HIGH EULOGY OF THE DEAD 


SLIGHT TROUBLE OCCURRED AT 


CLOSE OF FUNERAL. 


Paris Oct. 6.—The remains of 


Emile Zola were laid at rest yester- 
day with.simpje but impressive cere- 
monies. It was such a funeral as 
Zola himself would have 
wished 


without pomp, but with the sen-let1 
ranks of 'thousands of- workingmen 
many accompanied by their wives 
sorrowfully marching behind t his 
coffin. 
Municipal guards, mounted 


and on foot, lined the route, but ex 
cept for a company of infantry which 
rendered military honors to the bot'y 
as it was carried from the house 
the hearse, they were there as guard 
ians of order and not as participant 
n the funeral ceremony. 


Former Captain Dreyfus marchci 


in the funeral cortege, according t 
the authority of the prefect of police 
but he passed completely unnoticei' 
by the crowd. A little distance be 
hind him came Mme. Dreyfus, accbin 
panied by her father. Dreyfus sen 
a handsome wreath, which was place 
beside the coffin.

Bev. Motschman gave a 'brief ac* 


count of the life of Mrs. Eddy, stat- 
ing that originally she was a believer 
in mesmerism and that the principles 
of the creed •promulgated by her are 
based on the writings of Dr. Quinby, 
one of the first mesmerists in Amer- 
ica. 
Bev. Motschman quoted state- 


ments of Mrs. Eddy before and after 
her alleged "discovery" of Christian 
Science, which are contradictory of 
each other.

'Her life 
during the past thirty years has bean 
one of self-sacrifice, devoted to the 
advancement of others. She is deep- 
ly studious and spends a considerable 
portion of the day in meditation, 
prayer 'and a study of the Bible. 
Rev. Motschraan's charge that Chris- 
tian Science teaches falsity to the 
Bible is absolutely false. 


"It would take me hours to set 


forth the doctrines of 
Christian 


Science and -to refute Bev. MotscV 
man's charges one at a time. Chris- 
tian Science summed up is this: 
Wicked thoughts are not the product 
of God, and they are the cause of all 
the wickedness of the world. If the 
world thought as God thinks, there 
would be. no wickedness. 
Disease is 


the product of evil thoughts in the 
mind, and were there not wicked 
thoughts, there would be no disease.

The last named 
was summoned to attend the confer- 
ence on account of his expert knowl- 
edge of the situation in the anthra- 
cite coal fields, and because of his 
personal investigation of the condi-

months ago at the instance of the 
president. 


iBTJT FOUR MEMBERS THERE. 
It was notable that only four of the 


members of the cabinet were present. 
This, however, was significant only 
of the fact that three of these four 
wera lawyers and that the issue in- 
volved ,was one which called for the 
deliberation of trained legal minds.

Would'you think it possible that a 


man couid live and enjoy life with a 
bullst in his "brain? 


Astonishing its it may seem there 


are many cases well authenticated by 
science. 


A rtmarka'ble one which has bsen 


attracting the attention of New Ycrk 
surgeons recently is that of Ed Mc- 
Coy, who was shot by a detective in 
a gambling-raid-not long ago and 
withstood 
the 
shock of several 


searches for the bullet in his brain,1 


afterward dictating and -writing let- 
ters and having frequent talks with 
his family and others. 


In fact, the history of brain snr- 


gery presents a number of remarka- 
ble facts in regard to the extent to 
which the thinking organ will some- 
times resist the effects of external in- 
jury. It has ibeen shown that in some 
cases quantities of its substance may 
be removed without appreciably di- 
minishing 'the normal'intelligence of 
the patienit, while some have 'been 
known to carry the inert extraord- 
inary foreign substances emrbedded 
in their skulls for years. 


Finds of the most singular kind 


have been made in tihe interior sub- 
stance of the living 'h-oman brain, 
?ays the GSTew York World. 
. The 


strangest •things have 'been known TO 
find entry there through -accident or 
design. 
In one case it was tine tblade 


of a penknife that was carried about 
in the "brain (for half a lifetime -with- 
out the patient 'being in <the least 
aware of it; in another it rwits a pen- 
holder tioiat 'had! someitow found its 
way there and remained in its living 
hiding place ^without apparently in- 
terfering with the thinking power of 
ithe organ; [while .only a •we'&k or so 
ago a piece of slate [pencil -was re- 
covered frcon a boy's brain after it 
had been hidden /thera for several 
years. 


It-is, 'therefore, perhaps none the 


more smiprismg that many a bullet 
which, lias found its way in.«, human 
brain lias proved no more 'than a tem- 
porary inconvenience. 


A French soldier who received1 a 


bullet in his head during the Franco- 
S-ermnn n^ar of 1870 carried it there 
for 27 years and was said to liave 
felt no ill effects until 1897, when it 
one day "worked its vr~y downward 
into the moutii r,::d ^ rlit him of its 
presence. 


In itfie case q£.'a German soldier -who 


was shot In the head,during the "Son- 
dertnuid" war, he lived to carry the 
leaden souvenir in ibis brain for 43 
years, and it was not extracted' till 
after death. 


Th;-se two rfmarkatile.cases. 3i'6w- 


eyer^seem to be beaten'.by another 
"tnoitTias qnite recently, been 'brought 
to 'light, the case being that of an old 
soldier still living in England who 
for over ihalf a century has carried in 
has head the bullet received during 
the Austrian rebellion of 1848. 


Would-ba suicides have occasional- 


ly put bullets into theii' brain to no 
purpose, 'and pea-haps one of the most 
astounding cases of recent years was 
that dealt with at the 'Richmond 
hospital, London, only a year or so 
ago. 
Tihe patient had in vain, tried 


to take (hisf life by shooting himself 
in the head, and after thus placing 
two bullets in his brain he was im- 
mediately conveyed in a cab to the 
hospital. 
But he was sto little af- 


fected' at the time by "tihe presence of 
the bullets in hisihead that he actual- 
ly alighted from the vehicle, walked 
along the garden rpath and up the 
steps of the hospital, and was then 
able to give an intelligent account of 
what had- taken place. 


In a similar case of self-inflicted 


injury that came before the doctors 
at another London hospital a few 
months later the <wculd-be suicide, 
after filing a revolver bullet into his 
head, was discovered smoking his 
pipe as if nothing very serious 
ihad 


happened.

The Preparation.—Theliosthatlbeen 


encamped on the upper terraces of the 
Jordan valley. Early on the morning 
of the 7th of Kisan they broke camp 
and descended to the water's edge. 
It \vas on this day that Joshua made 
arrangements lor the 
foot! 
supply 


(1:10,11). 
Here,, as if watching-their 


chance to cross, ihey remained for 
three days.. But for their faith that 
somehow God would- find a way, this 
would have been very hopeless busi- 
ness-. Joshua used the days of wait- 
ing1 to perfect the arrangement for 
the crossing, and directed that the peo- 
ple sanctify themselves (see Ex. 19: 10). 


The Crossing-.—The Jordan valley 


may bo described as a great.-trench 
"160 miles long-, and from two 16 15 
broad, which falls from the sea level 
to as-low as 1,292 feet below it."—0. A. 
Smith. •jThe river itself is a small, tur- 
bulent- shallow stream, about 90 feet 
in width—about the width of many of 
our city streets. At certain seasons, 
however, it overflows its regular bed, 
ant! spreads out, over the bottom lands, 
becoming Quite a formidable stream. 
The river was high at the time of our 
lesson, and the fords, usually covered 
by only three feet of water, must have 
been-impassable. The two spies prob- 
ably crossed by swimming. "Hereby 
ye shall know that the living God is 
among you:" In the few encouraging* 
words which Joshua spoke to the peo- 
ple before the start, he centered their 
attention on God, who was a living, 
helping- present person. In Him was 
their strength. "The'Lord of all the 
earth:" An idea of God vastly supe- 
rior to that of the surrounding na- 
tions. "A significant title of the Most 
High at a time when the conquest of 
the laudi was contemplated."—G. F. 
Maclear. "When they that bare the 
ark were come unto the Jordan:" The 
priests, whose duty it was to carry it. 
They were over half a mile in advance. 
of the people. Remember that Israel 
was a great company, and was spread 
out for a long- distance up and down 
the river. The movement of the ark 
coitld not have been seen if the people 
had swarmed in all around it. From 
this time on, the ark, and not ihe pil- 
lar of cloud, was to be the symbol of 
God's guiding presence. "Hose up in 
one heap, a- great way off, at Adam:" 
This damming up of the river look 
place over 15 miles above the point of 
crossing-, probably near Tell Damieh. 
where the mountains crowd the river, 
and where a landslide or "jam" of 
floating frees could easily accomplish 
the result described. At the cropping 
of the Tied sea God user! "a strong 
east- wind" to accomplish ITis'purpose. 
Here it. was probably some unusual ob- 
struction, near Tell Dnniieh. As a mat- 
ter of fact, exactly this thing-happened 
in the year 12fi7 A. D. at this very place. 
"What occurred 650 years ago. by 
what we call natural causes, may well 
have occurred 3,00ft years'before, limed 
by Divine interposition,"—Canon Tris- 
tram in Sunday-School Times. "The 
people passed over:" Probably below 
the place where the priests stood in 
the river bed. that they might feel 
that God stood between them and the 
returning water?. The orossing was 
hurried, and effected at many, differ- 
ent points.

a constant reminder of what God had 
done for them as a nation. Think, in 
this connection, of the value to us of

AN EMISSARY TO MITCHELL 


Washington,' 
Oct. 7.—President 


Roosevelt has requested Mr. Mitchell, 
president of the Mine Workers' '^ui 
to use his influence to inf'-ce the men 
to go to work with t^e promise of the 
appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate £iieir .grievances and a fuv 
ther promise that the president wjll 
urge upon congress legislation iii ac- 
cordance with a recommendation of 
that commission.

AW OPPICIAL STATEMENT.

DR. SAMUEL ARNOLD IS DEAD 


WAS CONVICTED OP PART IN 


LINCOLN'S DEATH. 


Pardoned by 'Andrew Johnson—Al- 


ways Said He Had Statement to 


be Published at Death, 


Baltimore, 
Md., Oct. 7.—Samuel 


Arnold, 72 years old, who was con- 
victed in 1865 of participating in the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln, 
is dead! at his home at Mason^ille, 
Aarundel county. Arnold, along with 
Dr. Mudd, Prank McLaughlin and 
others, was tried and convicted in 
Washington during An'drew John- 
son's term pf office. . Arnold and 
Mudd were sent to the Dry Tortugas 
for life, but were pardoned by Pres- 
ident Johnson after he had been ac- 
quitted 'in the impeachment 
trial. 


All efforts to get Arnold's story of 
the incidents leading up to the tragic 
death of President Lincoln were fu- 
bile. "I (have prepared a statement 
which will exhonc-rate me from guilt 
wbich iwill be given to the -world aft- 
er my death," was all he would say 
concerning the tragedy. 


It is not known whether Arnold 


left his promised statement or not.

Por instance, 
having put to death a dog1 or cat by 
drowning and allowed the corpse to 
remain long enough lo convince any- 
one following his investigations that 
all life is extinct,

takes the _corpse, and without pre- 
paration of any kind, places it upon 
a heated stone or .porcelain 
plate,

AUBURN EDITOR COURAGEOUS 


SAYS OFFICER IS UNFIT FOR 


THE HIOH PLACE. 


CHARGED WITH DRUNKENNESS 


EDITOR BARNS OUT WITH A 


PERSONAL STATEMENT. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Auburn, 
Ind., 
Oct. 
1.—Single- 


handed and alone, James A. Barns, 
the veteran editor of the Auburn 
Courier and long a prominent demo- 
crat of DeKalb county, is courage- 
ously, attempting to oust from "office 
a county official elected by his own 
party, but who, it is charged, has 'he- 
come so addicted to liquor as to dis- 
grace the high position he was se- 
lected' by the people to fill. 


Recorder Herrick is the official in 


question, and Editor Bams has filed 
in the DeKalg circuit court a suitsto 
remove him from office. 
The pro- 


ceeding is a unique one and Edifor 
Barns' vigorous attitude has created 
a tremendous sensation here, but the 
newspapter man stands upon the 
platform that Tie will not knowingly 
support a. man. of dissolute habits for 
public office, nor will he tolerate such 
a man after he is in1. He is confident 
the people will sustain- him in his at- 
titude. 


MAKES A STATEMENT. 


The filing of the suit has been pro- 


ductive of such, an upheaval 5n De- 
Ealb county political circles that Ed- 
itor Barns felt impelled to make in 
his newspaper 'a personal statement, 
over his. own signature, setting forth 
his precise position 
and assuming 


full and individual responsibility for 
his original reformative 
methods. 


The statement appeared in the Daily 
Courier last evening, an<d is as fol- 
lows: 


"The: entering on the court docket 


Monday of a .suit against Recorder 
Herrick to deprive him of an 
office 


that he has not been fiUing worthily, 
has icaused <a good deal •of comment, 
and some criticism. 
I feel it my 


'duty, as u citizen to 'give a brief ex- 
planation. The • action was, brought 
by me, 'and I alone aim. responsible 
for it. Mr. Herrick received the sup- 
port of a majority of the 7,000 vot- 
ers of the county, 'because they be- 
lieved he would riot disgrace the posi- 
tion. But at different times since ne 
has held the .place he has been seen 
intoxicated in public places.- Lately 
he has about half the time been, unfit 
for business and once at least had to 
be helped to his home.. Friends have 
urged him to stop and every possible 
influence has been brought to bear on 
him, but in vain. The public had so 
often shut its eyes to vices 'Of that 
kind, indulged in by those in promi- 
nent places, that it had come to be 
considered a safe thing to do. But it 
had 'also become unbearable. And as 
I have often taken the position that 
I will not support for office a mail of 
lo'ose or vicious habits, I wish also to 
make it- -cl«w that I will not tolerate 
such a man after lia is in. I know, 
also, that I am not alone In this view, 
but that a vast majority of the 30,- 
000 people of DeKalb county are with 
me in the determination that none 
but clean men shall enjoy the official 
honors in our gift. 


"So the suit was 'brought as a last 


resort. Not in anger, hut in humili- 
ation and sorrow, and it will 'be push- 
ed in the same spirit. I have none 
but the most friendly feelings for 
Mr. Herrick. He has been ti good of- 
ficer and the work in his office is in 
good condition. But such a condition 
of things would soon stop if he were 
allowed to go on. I have the high- 
est regard for his family, also, for 
they 'are most worthy .people. If this 
step on which I have entered so re- 
luctantly should result in saving to 
them a kind husband and father, I 
shall feel repaid for the pangs it has 
cost me. 


"One word more. There is no pol- 


itics in this.' Interested parties on 
both sides are trying to make capital 
of it. Democrats have claimed that 
the republican committee did it to 
disrupt the democratic party. 
Re- 


publicans have said that the demo- 
cratic committee did it because Her- 
rick is helping Joliff for sheriff, and 
using Joliff's money. But- the two 
committees are in no rway responsi- 
ble for this step. It is a step taiken 
by an individual democrat, against 
an individual democratic officer, s be- 
cause people of all classes are tired 
of keeping dissolute 
men in high 


places. 
Knowing

Memorial Erected on the Old Lincoln 


Homestead in Spencer County 


Is Dedicated. 


Lincoln City, Ind., Oct. 1.—A mon- 


ument to Nancy Hanks Lincoln wuo 
dedicated here today and notwith- 
standing the disagreeable weather 
the largest crowd ever gathered in 
Spencer county was gathered to wit- 
ness the ceremony.

SERIOUS AND FATAL MISHAP 


AT ETNA WORKS. 


One Man Killed—Mai-ion Girl Tells 


Stoiy of Kidnaping—News 


of the State. 


Valparaiso, Ind., Oct. 3.—One man 


was killed and another fatally burue-1 
by the explosion of a powder maga- 
zine at the plant of the Aetna Powdei 
company, near Miller Station, last 
evening. Both of the victims were 
Chicago' men. The man killed was 
Charles Belman, 26 years old. 
The 


injured man is Henry Sc'hwartzfeger, 
who is in a serious condition. Othei 
men who were in the room tit the 
time of the explosion were -burned 
about the face and hands more 01 
less severely. 


Schwartzfeger is-unconscious at the 


•hospital. His shoulders are a mass 
of burned flesh and his face is dis- 
figured. 


Just how the explosion occurred no 


one seems to know. The men wers 
•working in the company's powdei 
plant ,when there was a sudden de- 
tonation and a mass of flame. The 
explosion set fixe to the woodwork 
and the employes scattered in all di- 
rections. Helman and Sehwartzfegei 
were working together at the tim?. 
They attempted to make their escape, 
but before they succeeded they were 
terribly burned. When, found aftsr 
the explosion, both men were suffer- 
ing from -burns about the entire body. 


Physicians were called and after 


the pain which the men suffered had 
been relieved they were put on trains 
bound for Chicago. Helman died on 
the way home. 
.Schwartzfeger was 


taken to the hospital. There is slight 
hope for his recoveiy.

meet President Roosevelt at St. Louis 
to accompany itim through Illinois, 
Michigan, Ohio and the east. He was 
to have been the president's under- 
study, put on a frock coat and a silk 
hat, and step out on the rear plat- 
form to bow to the 
people at the 


smaller stations where the presi- 
dent's special did not stop. 


The secretary of the navy did tins 


veiy successfully on the New Eng- 
land trip. He personated the presi- 
dent before many fleeting 'audiences 
and bowed while the people cheered 
for Roosevelt. He expected to do the 
same thing on a part of tlie western 
trip. 


He is disappointed that the presi- 


dent has been compelled to abandon 
the trip before it came his turn to 
accept the plaudits of the people in- 
tended for his chief. 


This is not a new departure in cam- 


paig-uiug. It 'has been a feature of 
campaign- tours -where there is a con- 
tinuous rush of crowds to see the 
president or other dignitary. Presi- 
dent McKinley had1 an understudy 
with him on several of his long trips 
—a man who looked like the presi- 
dent, who could slip out on the plat- 
form and bow to the crowds which 
the train, passed withoiit stopping 
OTHERS iWHO USED THE PLAN. 


President Harrison had' an under- 


study on his trip to the Pacific coast, 
and Mr. Bryan, had 'an understudy on 
the train in 1896 and 1800, when lie 
made his campaign -from tlie rear 
platform, of a special. There is no 
purpose to deceive, but someone must 
respond to the welcome of tliose who 
stand for hours -at u small railroad 
station to see the president's special 
pass. 


It is impossible for the president to 


rush to the platform every five min- 
utes and also make his speeches and 
meet the cominitteemen who conie on 
the train to welcome ihim. The un- 
derstudy does this -work. 


Mr. Moody did it very successfully 


in New England, -where he and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt are both well known. 
The two men bear a striking resemb- 
lance to each other. They are about 
the same height and build, have the 
same shaped heads, same complex- 
ion, 
and hair and mustache alike. 


-They are veiy like in their manner of 
walk and speech. 


Mr. Moody, however, rarely -wears 


a frock coat and silk hat. Neither did 
Roosevelt before lie became presi- 
dent, but -he now makes these con- 
cessions to the dignity of his great 
office. 
On the New England trip 


Mr. Moody provided liimself with a 
•frock coat and silk hat, and ihe don- 
ned these to appear on the platform 
and bow to the people as the train 
rushed past the small stations. 


EVEN FREENDS DECEIVED. 
He was entirely successful, 'and in 


many places where he was 
known he 'appeared for the president 
and was mistaken for Roosevelt. This 
mistaken identity became embarrass- 
ing for the secretary of the navy at 
•his own home, HaverMll, Mass. 


The train stopped there and the 


president made a speech. -Mr. Moody 
introduced him and then retired. The 
crowd was great and many of them 
did not see the change from Moody 
to Roosevelt on the platform. The 
secretary made no speech at ail. He 
merely introduced the president. But 
afterward he foeard of many criti- 
cisms from old friends, who -were 
surprised 
rat his making a long 


speech when they were waiting;, to 
hear the president. 


They had mistaken the president 


for their 
old 
neighbor and they 


heard most of the president's speech 
before they realized the real situa- 
tion. 


The -president likes to have one or 


two members of liis cabinet with him 
on these tonrs he makes. They do 
not accompany him as companion 
spellbinders and they rarely expect 
to be called upon to speak. 
They 


realize that the people come out to 
see and hear the president, and not 
members of the cabinet. 


It is not a hardship for such men 


as Secretary Root, Wilson, Shaw and 
Moody to accompany the president 
without having an opportunity to 
speak. They are all good speakers, 
and they enjoy being a part of the 
president's audience. 
M'KINLEY'S PLAN lUJUTCKEliIT. 


President McKinley tried the ex- 


periment of using the members of his 
cabinet on several tours to give him 
a breathing spell. He carried 
the 


whole cabinet -with, him on his west- 
ern tour du 1898, and he had them 
all contribute to the speech-making. 


It was not a great success, .for the 


members who were the least interest- 


ig speakers were disposed to con- 


sume the most time and disappoint 
the audiences. They did not know 
how to express themselves briefly 
and to the point.

ing of coal, first, to the dwellers in 
I'he tenement districts; 
second, to 


the 'hospitals, and third, to the trans- 
portation companies. 


According to the Herald the scheme 


came np during the weekly discus- 
sion of the miners' strike and the 
object of tSie presence of R. Vf. De 
Forest, wBio is tenement house cooii- 
mislsoner, president of the dharity 
organization 
society nnd 
general 


counsel of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, was tSiat the other offi- 
cials might iiave placed before them 
the tenement dwellers' crying need 
of fuel in 'cold weather. 


Mr. De Forest was listened to at- 


tentively, and there was not one of 
tlie dozen present who did not agree 
that something must be done. Ee- 
fore the matter was turned over to 
the sales agents of the companies, 
wno,in co-operation with Mr. De For 
est, will decide 'on the best possible 
methods of proceeding with, 
the 


work, a tentative plan liad been out- 
lined by ttihe meeting. 


It was in effect tihtit tihe companies 


should unite in^ forwarding to the 
city enough, coal Lto serve the desired 
purpose. Then the sales agents were 
to have tiheir men, horses aii'd carte 
ready, nr.d for eacQi cart 
a route 


througlh itihe lowliest sections of the 
city would be m-aipped out. In this 
way the business of the retail deal- 
ers -would net'be affected, as their 
sales ara not inatfe in these locations 


The coal will be sold, by the pail 


or tha basket or bushel at a rate pro- 
portion-ate to the wholesale price to 
which, the cost of freightage 
has, 


been added. This will insure to the 
purdha'ser who n'ow pays 25 cents 
for a pail of poor coal, or 75 cents for 
a bushel, good eo'al at«. less cost than 
he had to pay even before the strike 
began and when coal was at its nor- 
mal price. 


With this -want nlled, the dimin- 


ishing bins of tlie various hospitals 
will he replenished and the street 
railways will be supplied.

PRESENT 
CONDITIONS 
MAY 


SOMETIME BE PERMANENT. 


ELECTRICITY A SUBSTITUTE 


SOME OF THE ARGUMENTS IN 


ITS FAVOR. 


Wasttungton, Oct. 3.—'Whatever the 


outcome of the present strike, and 
there seems to be some present evi- 
dence of its early break, the country 
is certain to be seriously troubled for 
fuel all this winter. Unlike a 
scarcity of beef or a failure of the 
corn crop, an anthracite 
Shortage 


merely foreshadows a day not far dis- 
tant when the country will perma- 
nently have to face conditions which 
in their temporary appearance are 
now so distressing. 
The quantity of 


anthracite coal in this country ad- 
mits of tolerably clear computation. 
Since its shipment began in 1820 
inhere have been mined approximately 
1,300,000,000 tons. 
The Pennsyl- 


vania commission which, investigated 
the subject some years ago reported 
that for every ton of coal mined for 
consumption n ton nnd -a. -half were 
lost. This included not only the culm 
thrown on the dump, hut the coal 
necessarily left in the mine in pil- 
lars for the support of the roof. 


On this basis, it has besn computed 


•that the inroads upon the original 
coal d&pcsits of tlie Seranton district 
have amounted to 
3,250,000,000 


tons. 


The geological 
survey 
computes 


that this is about one-sixth of the 
original de-posit. At the present rate 
of consumption the amount now re- 
maining would last for abcut 150 
years; this period will be Shortened 
by a rapidly increasing consump- 
tion "with the growth of population 
and luxury, or lengthened by econ- 
omies -which the 'hig'hei1 cost of this 
kind of coal will bring to pass and by 
the substitution of rival products. 
Wliat the resultant of all these forces 
will'be is hard to estimate, .but doubt- 
less T^hen the baby of today reaches 
his three-score years and -ten the 
anthracite beds of Pennsylvania will 
be, for commercial purposes, well 
along in their career. 


Peo.plc. lia.bitually speak of illim- 


itabla -supplies and inexhaustible re- 
sources, until one after another of 
the things thus described give out. 
T&e Iron mountain in Missouri was 
described in the -periodicals of 1850 
as inexhaustible. Ore was sometimes 
found thero so pure that it could be 
haimn&red into the .sihape of a Ihorse- 
shoo and used. But the Iron moun- 
tain did not prove inexhaustible, any 
more than have the seal 'herds of 
Alaska or the buffalo of the plains. 


The clay pits of East Washington 


were described as furnishing brick 
for local use forever j today they (have 
been forgotten. 
Stored products do 


not stand up well against the -cease- 
less movement of time. ; | 
WHAT WILL THE WORLD DO? 
The question of what the world 


will do without -antha'aclte coal is 
thus of larger interest than that oc- 
casioned by the present 
distress. 


Electricity naturally suggests itself 
as the great 
substitute. 
It offers 


heat with 
cleanliness, something 


irhich other forms of -heating cannot 
give. But at present electric heating 
is costly and is only used by those 
who are willing to pay for it, or to 
meet those peculiar 
demands 
in 


which seine economy offsets'the in- 
creassd cost. 


Under present appliances it is nsc- 


essary to transform the heat of the 
fuel to electric energy, 
and then 


change that into thermal energy, in 
'both of which processes there is a 
considerable loss. 


It is roughly estimated by electri- 


cal experts in the scientific 'bureaus 
here that if one were to heat a sliouse 
by electricity derived from a central 
station, it would take about a ton 
of coal for the same thermal energy 
that would be gained from, the direct 
combustion of from 1,200 to 1,500 
pounds of the same fuel in hot-air 
furnaces or water^hcating devices at 
hand. 
About half 
of this waste 


would be avoided if the electric plant 
were in the building itself and did 
not have to foe conveyed 
by wire 


from a central 
station. 
But this 


waste, whether complete or partial, 
with the high price of electrical ma- 
terials and the usual profits on pat- 
entsd articles, makes elctric -heating 
now a good deal of a luxury. 


It is obvious that the 
develop- 


ments of tbc future are likely to be 
all in the direction of lessening this 
margin of extra cost. For example, 
the rise in the price of anthracite 
coal by comparison with bituminous 
will have a notable effect; the latter 


n normal times a greatly cheaper 


steam producer, and it might be 
more profitable tc get only 60 or 70 
per cent, of its lieat value through 
electricity than to get 100 per cent, 
with direct consumption in the au- 
thracite required In the private resi- 
dnncej this comparison applies to the 


300 per cent, now practically obtain- 
able, for it should, of course, always 
be bcrue in mind that not over 10 or 
15 per cent, of the thermal value of a 
ton of coal is utilized by the very 
best iboilers and heaters of the pres- 
ent day. I; is the GO or 70 per cent, 
of this 10 or 15 per cent, which is at 
the basis of the high cost of electric 
heating. 


EASILY MEASURED. 


Another tendency which may op- 


erate to bring in electric heating is 
the comparative ease with which it 
may be measured. 
In the modern 


hotel, apartment house or office build- 
ing, a very large -percentage of the 
heat goes out of the window, not in 
ventilation, 
which 
is a jnstnable 


extravagance,but in sheer and unpar- 
donable waste. The lodger, on leav- 
ing his -room in the morning, throws 
the windows widfi open, with tne heat 
turned on in the hot water radia- 
tors. 


A zero temperature outside coming 


through that open window hammers 
away on the hot-water pipes. 
The 


coal stoker in the basement is con- 
stantly firing in soft coal to keep 
up the battle. If the janitor goes 
into the lodger's room and closes the 
window the tenant takes offense, and 
most people who d-sal with this ques- 
tion find it cheaper to heat up the 
outdoors, limited only by the opera- 
tion of the law of the diffusion of 
gases, than to try 'to convince the 
public of the truth, of the elementary 
principles of calorics. 


The tenent believes that the neat 


coursing through Ms pipes is -his 
own property; he refuses to hslieve 
that he is loading down the general 
heating- plant veiy heavily by all 
wasteful practices. This experience, 
of which all persons v/h'o grapple 
with the heating problem complain, 
is in considerable part 
responsible 


for the rates of rental which is now 
necessary to charge upon apartments 
•and other places wlhere heat is free 
and unmeasured, and the individual 
user is relieved of the application of 
the old principle that those wio 
dance should pay the piper. 


Electric heating permits of accu- 


rate measurement, just like gas 
lighting. It is true, to De sure, that 
the electric lighting companies have 
more generally adopted a flat charge 
instead of la metered service than 
have the gas men, buc this is due to 
peculiar conditions. 
Gas is stored 


in a reservoir. 


Electricity must, practica.,iy speak- 


ing, be consumed as it is produced. 
So what the manufacturer of electric 
juice for lighting purposes has to 
count on is the current that he may 
be called upon to supply,- and so it 
is that for which he wonts to be paid. 
But in a large development of the 
•business and the increased use of the 
fluid for lighting and heating tlie 
measuring system would become op- 
erative. This would be su-c-h. a sub- 
stantial economy in the apartment 
house, for example, as to offset inutfh 
of the waste of the transformations 
necessary to turn coal into heat by 
way of electricity and. to conduct it 
on-a wire. 


THE IMPRO TOKBNTfi. 


It is obvious that the improve- 


ments in electrical science are all 
sure to be in the direction of the 
economy of elrotric heating. 
Sol 


air and hot water devices nave now 
reached practical perfection while the 
electricity is in its inrancy. This 
will be true, regardless of tliose 
da-earns, such «s the utilisation oJ 
the wind, thi-ough the charging of 
storage batteries or the direct con- 
version of carbon, which may at aiiy 
moment turn into reality. 


•Electni:city is now used for heating 


aud cooking in selected places, but 
has ma'de nothing of the headway oJ 
the same agency in lighting. Hos- 
pitals use electric iheating to some 
extent, especially in their delicate ap- 
paratus. It can be so much more 
readily handled and controlled than 
any other form of -heat. It does not 
vitiate the atmosphere, which is an 
important point, -as do the combus- 
tion instrumentalities in which oxy- 
gen is consumed. 


Electricity is ussd in insane asy- 


lums where the more rational pa- 
tients are employed in kitchen and 
laundries, for by its use the danger 
of accident is reduced to a minimum. 
It 3ias a certain select use in parlor 
teakettles and domestic 
apparatus. 


The street railroad companies, .which 
heat their cars with it, are aided 5n 
doing this by certain mechanical 
economies not available to the gen- 
eral householder.

of right, we ure aible to continue 
the struggle indefinitely.

confident of cur ability to 


demonstrate to any impartial tri- 
bunal the equity of our demands

•vironiii&nt, we propose that the 
issues culminating- in this strike 
sh-aill be referred to you and a tri-

TELLS OF THREATS. 


There are over 17,000 loyal em- 


ployes at work in and around the

rig'ht of the American citizen to 
work without regard to creed, na- 
tionality or association. 
To seek 


to prevent this is a crime and we 
cannot

forcement of Ir.w and order in the 
state, that we be permitted to dea 
with our employes free from for- 
eign interference, convinced thf.t 
under such conditions we can fully 
perform owr full duty to the pub- 
lic, our owners and

ployes. 


I fully concur in the suggestion 


of Mr. Baer, which can be- pjrsuec! 
in case of failure to agree with our 
employes, but in many years ot 
such dealing it has never yet been 
requisite to call in 
assistance to 


fairly and satisfactorily deal with 
our own men. 


JOHN lUFARKlrE (independent oper- 


ator)—I Ivave listened with deep 
interest to t'he remarks that you 
made before us a few 
minuter 


after 11 o'clock this morning' and 
da thoroughly appreciate the seri- 
ousness of the situation in the an- 
thracite co.il field of Pennsylvania. 
As you disclaim 'any right or duty 
to intervene in your official capac- 
ity, but are using your personal 
influence, and as you admit, this 
matter is beyond tihe merits of the 
issue between lihe coal presidents 
and operators on 0112 side aiid the 
miners 'on t'ne other, 'and you ex- 
press the fact that the "situation 
has become literally intolerable," 
and 'as you further state "tihe evil 
possibilities are so fax -reaching, so 
appalling, 'that it seems to me thai 
you 'are not only justified in sink- 
ing, but required to sink, for the 
time being, any tenacity as to your 
respective claims as the matter at 
issue between you. 
In my judg- 


ment the situation apparently re- 
quires that you meet 
upon the 


common claim of the necessities 
of the public. 
With all the ear- 


nestness in me I ask that there be 
an immediate resumption cf opera- 
tions in the cc'-il mines in some 
suah way 'as will, without a day's 
unnecegary delay, meet the crying- 
needs of the public." 


ASKS FOB RELIEF. 


I fully indorse these remarks 


from you, and as an American cit- 
izen aud a citizen of the common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, I now ask 
you to perform the 'duties vested 
in you as the president of these 
United States, to at once squelch 
the anarchistic condition of afBairs 
existing in the anthracite, coal re- 
gions by the strong ar.ni of the 
military 
at your 
command.

record of twenty-one murders, 
a 


long list of brutal assaults, houses 
and bridges -dynamited, daily a*cts 
oE violence now taking1 place, and 
several washeries burned down, aire 
actual evidences of this condition 
of lawlessness existing there. Are 
you asking us to deal with 'a set of 
outlaws? 
I can hardly conceive 


of such a thought. The respecta- 
ble citizens of these United States 
will insist upon the officers in ,pow- 
er giving to the citizens 'of Penn- 
sylvania law and order, and the 
right to work if they so desire. 


Mr. President, I represent* the in- 


dividual . coal operators, and in ad- 
dition thereto we represent, far bet- 
ter than l£r. Mitchell does, a ma- 
jority of the anthracite (coal work- 
ers, including some 17,000 men 
who 'are now working, endeavoring 
against great odds to relieve the 
public of the possibilities of a coal 
famine, in making this appeal to 
you. 


ONE WAY TO GET COAL. 
In, Mr. Mtchell's organization is 


a small minority of the total num- 
ber of workers in the anthracite 
coal field, -and he is holding a 
large majority 
-by intimidation, 


coercion and attempts at bodily 
harm. 
If you desire anthracite 


coal to be placed1 in the market 
quickly, take the necessary steps 
at once and put the federal troops 
in the field and give to those desir- 
ing to work proper protection. By 
proper protection is meant that the 
men desiring 
to work shall not 


only ibe allowed to do so, but shall 
be protected 
while 
doing so, -ai 


their homes, while going to and 
from their work and at the opera- 
tions where 
they -are employed 


and, in addition to this, while the 
men are absent from their homes at 
work, their families in their homes 
must also be protected. 


You do this (the citizens of the 


United States whom I represent 
seem to feel that they have a right 
to ask this of you), and I will as- 
sure you that anthracite coal 
be rapidly placed in the market to 
relieve the seriousness of the situ- 
ation.

We are advised by our counsel 


that such civil action will lie on the 
part of the United States govern- 
ment, as it is AVell known that 
United States statutes are daily be- 
ing openly and grossly violated; 
that previous decisions of 
the 


courts justify fully such action he- 
ing taken at this time, and that 
ample remedy can be given im- 
mediately and effectively for exist- 
ing conditions. 
We feel it our 


duty, Mr. President, to at this time 
urge that the protection of the lairs 
of the United States be forthwith 
given our property and our em- 
ployes, as suggested above. 


Can it be expected that those who 


are now daily flagrant violators of 
the laws, state and national, who 
•have no respect for the rights oh* 
persons, property, order or good 
morals, will be bound by the de- 
cision of any commission or body 
of men which has no power or au- 
thority to compel compliance there- 
with? We know they will not be. 


3. Then, Mr. President, there is

boycotted because they s;iw fit to 
minister tu the dying child of some 


poor worker because he was exer- 
cising his Gou-given right to labor 
for his family and to provide for 
the wants of his dying- child. 


Members o? the clergy have been 


treated likewise for performing the 
offices of the dead to the member 
of a family of « non-union worker. 
The conditions there are simply in- 
describable, and it is hard to be- 
lieve that they can possibly exi.it 
to the extent that they have any- 
\vheie In this free country. 


4. Another duty, Mr. President, 


and we regard it as the most su- 
preme. One-sixth of the member- 
ship of this illegal organization is 
composed of young- men and boys 
between the ages of 14 and 20, the 
future citizens and lawmakers of 
the great state of Pennsylvania. 


SAYS MINDS ARE POISONED. 


These young men and boys dur- 


ing- the last two years have had 
their young, immature minds pois- 
oned with the most dangerous, 
anarchistic, distorted, wicked views 
and errors concerning the rights of 
citizenship and property that any- 
one can possibly conceive of, all 
through the teachings and practice 
of 
the

Fifth and finally, Mr. President

States, looking at the whole ques- 
tion broadly and with reference to 
its possible effect on our future 
welfare and prosperity, I think il 
my bounden duty to resist and com- 
bat with every power and faculty, 
both sphysical and mental, the 
avowed and evident object and pur- 
pose of this United Mine Workers* 
association as exemplified in tha 
anthracite district of Pennsylvania 
today, and as taught and defended 
by its officers and other exponents 
of its well known and so-called pur- 
poses and principles. 


Mr. President, I am no enemy of' 


organized labor when so organised 
as to promote the real interests of 
the laboring1 man. and when, in ac- 


complisiiing this lawful and legiti- 
mate methods are pursued. I do, 
however, oppose the United Mine 
Workers' association, because manjj 
of its avowed purposes are absa-« 
lutely at vaiiance with the spiriti 
of our laws and institutions, be- 
cause its officers and members ara 
not content to be governed "by tha 
same laws and like administration 
thereof as other citizens o£ tliia 
country.

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THE CIGARETTE HABIT. 


Wnshingtan Time* Dnlnres It I» 


OroivInBr Am one the- School 


Ilojis of That City. 


In spite of everything- that has been 


done to destroy the use of the cigarette 
by the public school pupils of Washing- 
ion, D. C-, it remains a veritable thora 
in the flesh of the school authorities. 
Thus writes the Washington Times. 
And year by year it noticeably in- 
creases, until now even the littlest pu- 
pils, the boys from the first and sec- 
ond grades—and in some cases the 
Jiindergartens—are addicted to the cig- 
arette smoking; habit The teachers 
and principals of the schools are iit- 
terly powerless-to prevent the growth 
or continuance of the habit. 


Statistics and talks with the leads 


cf the schools tend to show beyond all 
possibility of dispute that the boys- 
who iare addicted to the cigarette 
habit to any exter' are in almost every 
case the weakest and most delinquent 
scholars. 


The evil seems1 to affect them to the 


extent of numbing' their faculties and 
robbing: them of ambition to push for- 
ward in their studies. The."cigarette 
fiends" are nearly always the listless 
boys, the pupils who are willing: to get 
along in sort of slipshod fashion that 
does not call for any great expenditure 
of effort. 


Every day in the week youngsters 


nre to be seen on the streets, in the 
parks, in fact, everywhere, puffing at 
n cigarette. In a vast number of cases 
these children are not over seven years, 
if some of theiri arc more than six. 
It is not only the street- urchins to 
whom this applies, but to sons-of cul- 
tured and Tvell-ito-tlo families—often

families of wealth and social position. 
Each year, it seems, the age at- which 
boys begin the cigarette habit drops 
one or two notches. 


Every conceivable plan for rooting 


out the vice and preventing its propa- 
gation has been tried. 
The harshest 


measures in the power oC the board of 
education to adopt-have beeii put into 
force. Principals and teachers have 
made and are constantly making per- 
sonal efforts to drive the use of therig- 
nrette out of .the schools. All these 
efforts, however, have resulted in total 
failure. 
At the present time one of 


the most strongly enforced regula- 
tions'of. the school board is one which 
prohibits smoking by the pupils in or 
near the school buildings, or on their 
way to and from school. Pupils found 
violating1 this rule are invariably se- 
verely dealt with. The sharpest look- 
out is maintained by the 
teachers 


themselves for boys wlio are smoking 
near the schools. Yet everyday in the 
week the rules are being violated by 
scores of boys from each institution 
•with the utmost ease and unconcern. 
The moment tjie boys1 in the high 
schools are dismisse'd for the noon re- 
cess the "sinoke rush" is inaugurated. 
Dozens of boys scamper away in groups 
as fast as .their legs will carry them, 
and go off a short distance from the 
school. They seldom or never go far 
away, usually around 
some corner 


where they are not visible from the 
windows of the school, gnd where they 
can keep effective watch in all direc- 
t-ions. 


Mr. Allan Davis, the principal of the 


Washington business high school, who 
has- given considerable lime and study 
to the work of routing the cigarette 
out of the schools, said recently in-dis- 
cussing- the matter: 


"I can safely say that 25 per cent, of 


...the boys in the public schools are ad- 
J die ted to the use of tobacco to a, great- 


er or less extent, and fully; five, per 
cent, of the boys are habitual smokers 
of the variety that are 
commonly 


termed 'cigarette fiend?.' Tin!: smok- 
ing habit among- the pupils does not 
exist to a greater extent in one school 
than it- floes in another." The habit is 
general." 


Some Facts Regnrdinflr Its Use, and 


the Drendfal Effect* Upon tlie 


Sj-*tem of tlie L'ner. 


During the year 1DOO the people of 


the United Stales drank. l,10d,4G2,542 
gallons of beer, which is nearly 1C gal- 
lons for every man, woman and child 
in the country. The increase during 
the last 50 years in the output of the 
breweries is so much greater than that 
in the produce of the distilleries that 
beer is coming to be regarded us the 
national beverage. Indeed, some peo- 
ple are finding this one of the "allevi- 
ating circumstances" of the 
liquor 


traffic. 
"If people," says a contem- 


porary, "will continue to slight whisky 
and favor beer, the more disastrous 
results of the liquor business will tend 
to be mitigated." 


To those who believe, or would like 


( that beer u less dangerous 


a beverage than whJsRy, we tommcmj 
nn editorial in the July 1!J issue of 
Barrels and liottles, a brewers* journal 
published in Indianapolis. Under the 
title: "Is Beer a Safe Beverage?" re- 
tail dealers are warned against its 
use. 
The man behind the bar must 


sell beer, bays the writer, but he should 
not drink it—would not, in fact, "if 
be knew as much about its effects ns 
a man in the business ought to know." 
It is "most disturbing1 to digestion," 
and "for the benefit of those in the 
trade who wish to consider all sides 
of the question and to face facts as 
they are," the-article quotes at length 
from the famous speech of Senator 
Galiinger delivered before the United 
States senate in support of the anti- 
canteen bill, "lie," (the senator) says 
Barrels and Bottles, "quoted from a 
series of interviews with physicians 
of Toledo, 0., secured by the Toledo 
Blade, prefacing their declarations by 
saying: 


"Toledo is essentially a beer-drink- 


ing city. The German population is 
very large. Five of the largest brew- 
eries in the country are here. Prob- 
ably more beer is drunk, in proportion 
to the population, than in any other 
city in the United States. The prac- 
tice of these phj'sieians- is, therefore, 
largely among beer drinkers, and they 
have had abundant opportunities to 
know exactly its bearings on health 
and disease. Everyone bears testi- 
mony that no man can drink beer safe- 
ly, that it is an injury to anyone who 
xises it in any quantitj-, and that its 
effects nn the general health is far 
worse than that of whisky, clogging 
his liver, rotting his kidneys, decaying 
his heart and arteries, stupefying and 
starving his brain, choking his lungs 
and bronchia, loading his body with 
dropsical fluids and unwholesome fat, 
fastening upon him rheumatism, ery- 
sipelas and all manner of painful and 
disgusting diseases, and finally drag- 
ging him to bis grave at a time when 
other men are in their prime of mental 
and bodily vigor. Here are some of 
their statements." 


Then follows a column from the doc- 


tors testifying to the "dreadful re- 
sults of beer drinking." These are a 
few of the things they say: 


"Beer kills quicker than any other 


liquor- My attention was first called to 
its insidious effects when I began ex- 
amining for life insurance. I passed as 
unusually good risks five Germans- 
young business men—who seemed in 
the best of health, and to have superb 
constitutions., In a few years I was 
amazed to see the whole five drop 
off, one after 
another, with what 


ought to have been mild and easily 
curable diseases. On comparing my 
experience with that of other physi- 
cians I found they were all having sini- 
ilar luck with confirmed beer drinkers, 
and my practice since has heaped con- 
firmation on confirmation." 


"Among the dreadful results of beer 


drinking are lockjaw and1 erysipelas, 
and the beer drinker seems incapable 
of .recovering.from, mild disorders and 
injuries not usually regarded 
of a 


grave character. Pneumonia, pleurisy, 
fevers, etc.. seem to have a first mort- 
gage ou him, which they foreclose re- 
morselessly at an .early opportunity." 


"Adulterants are not the most im- 


portant thing in my estimation; it is 
the beer itself.' Jt stiipenrs the intel- 
lect, bccau?e it is n narcotic,and cumu- 
lative in its effect. 
Every man who 


drinks beer in any quantity soon be- 
gins to load himself with soft, un- 
healthy fat. This is bad. because it is 
the result of interference with the nat- 
ural elimination of deleterious sub- 
stances." 


"Boer drinkers are absolutely the 


most dangerous class of subjects a 
surgeon can operate on. insignificant 
scratches are liable to develop a long 
train of dangerous troubles. It is dan- 
gerous for a beer drinker to oven cut 
his finger. I do not regard beer drink- 
ing as safe for anyone." 


"A majority of saloonkeepers die 


from dropsy, arising from kiditcv and 
liver diseases, induced by beer drink- 
ing. My experience has been that sa- 
loon keepers and mep working around 
breweries arc very liable to these dis- 
eases. . . . I have always believed 
that Bayard Taylor fell a victim to the 
German beer that he praised so highly. 
He died of Bright's disease at 50, when 
he should have lived, with his consti- 
tution, to a green old age. lie went 
just as beer drinkers'are going all the 
time and everywhere." 


"Beer drinkers are peculiarly liable 


to die of pneumonia. Their vit-al pow- 
er, their power of resistance, their vis 
medicatrix naturae, is so lowered that 
thoy are liable to drop off. from any 
form of acute disease, fevers, pneumo- 
nia, 
etc." 


Senator Gnllinger's .speech is valu- 


able material in the campaign of educa- 
tion to be carried on against beer, and 
with its new and unique setting in 
Barrels and Bottles it acquires addi- 
tional force and significance for bcei 
sellers and beer drinkers.—Union Sig- 
nal,

How to Mate u Shady Noolc 'Where 


You Cnn Play House. 
: 


. This Is how to make an open air. 
playhouse of a. large umbrella: Tie'a 
strong piece oE twine securely to the 
end of each of the ribs and tie the 
loose end of each piece of twine around 
the notch cut in a pointed wooden peg 
a short distance from Its top. This 
will give ah umbrella with a fringe of 
dangling pegs. Open the umbrella and. 


THE FHA3IE. 


fasten the handle securely to a long, 
sharp pointed stick, binding the two 
together with strong twine. First run 
one end of the twine down the length 
you intend binding,, allowing enough 
to tic at the bottom; then commence 
binding at,the top over all three—the 
\imbrella handle, the twine and tha 
stick. 
Wind the string around very 


tight, and when you reach the bottom 
tie the twine you hold to the loose end 
of the length under the wrappings. 
Examine carefully and be sure the 
handle does not slide or twist on the 
stick; then push the point of the stick 
down into the ground at the place de- 
ckled upon for the playhouse. If you 
are not strong enough to erect the 
house by yourself, ask some compan- 
ions to lend a hand and help sink the 
stick firmly in the earth. When this 
is accomplished, stretch out 
each 


length of twine in turn and drive the 
peg In the ground. 
You will need u 


wide ruffle of some kind o£ material 
long enough to reach around the outer 
circle of pegs when it falls from the 
umbrella. 
The stretched twine will 


hold the ruffle out, forming an odd lit- 
tle playhouse with a smooth, round

roof and drapery walls. Plait the ruf- 
fle and pin it on the umbrella with 
safety pins; also fasten it at the bot- 
tom to each peg. Newspapers pasted 
together and made of double thick- 
ness may take the place of woven 
walls if more convenient, but be care- 
ful in handling the paper, as it tears 
readily. The longer the pole the high- 
er you make your house and the lon- 
ger the strings must be, consequently 
the larger the house.—Demarest's Mag- 
azine.

In a certain company of grown up 


and well educated people not long ago 
a prize of $10 was offered lo any one 
who could give a brief description or 
even name the colors of fifteen differ- 
ent national flags. Every member of 
the company tried to do it, and every 
one failed. 


Now, 
there is uo- particular advan- 


tage in a practical way in being famil- 
iar with the flags of all nations, but 
there is satisfaction in knowing things, 
especially if they are things that the 
average person does not know. 
Is 


there a boy or girl among our readers, 
for example, that would not be glad to 
be able to identify every national (lag 
on sight? This pretty recess or homo 
gome will help you to acquire this 
knowledge. 


Like most of the instructive games, 


it requires some preparation. 
In all 


the large dictionaries and in many en- 
cyclopedias and 
gazetteers may, be 


found all the flags of'the nations, print- 
ed in colors, and they are usually print- 
ed on a page all together. 
Let some 


one who has a box of water colors 
paint the llags on a sheet of whito 
cardboard, putting- a number under 
each flag instead of the name of the 
country. Then as many sheets of pa- 
per should be" pi-epared as there are 
persons to take parkin the game, with 
numbers down the left hand margin of 
each sheet. 
: 


When you are ready to play the 


game, give a sheet of paper to each 
player, tack the cardboard up in pin in 
view and allow, say, half an hour's 
time for the players to write opposite 
to the.numbers the names of thy. na- 
tions tliat belong there. 
Ko. 1, for ex- 


ample, will be the United States; No. 
2, Great Britain; No. 3, France; No. 4. 
Russia; No. 5, Italy, and so on. 


'When the time limit has expired, let 


the leader ef the game collect the pa- 
pers and check them off by a key 
which he or she has for that purpose, 
and the player that has the most cor- 
rect numbers wins the game. If the 
game is played at home, a prize may 
be offered—say, a small United Suites 
flag made of silk. 


It is not necessary that the flags 


should be drawn on the cardboard in a 
really artistic way, though the more 
neatly it be done the better. 


Tree Altmiiis. 


A novel and instructive collection is 


that of bark, leaves and blossoms of 
trees. There are very few boys who 
have more than a passing acquaint- 
ance with the trees growing in their 
own neighborhood. Most boys know a 
walnut tree when they sec it, but if 
they were to take a walk through the 
woods and attempt to name the trees 
they would not go very far before dis- 
covering their ignorance. One way of 
learning the trees is by collecting spec- 
imens of bark, leaves and blossoms 
and studying them. Suppose you get 
some pasteboard or stout paper nnd cut 
it into sheets, say, eight inches long 
and five wide. Give one shoot to each 
kind of a tree and upon it paste a 
piece of the bark, a leaf and a blossom. 
A piece of bark about three inches long 
and two inches wide would be of good 
size. The blossoms should be pressed 
and dried before they are attached to 
the sheet 
If the leaves are small, a 


little twig of several, leaves may be 
used. If there is anything remarkable 
about the under side of the leaf, one 
leaf should be placed with the upper 
side upward. Sheets so arranged can 
be sent through the mail, so that boys 
scattered over the country may supply 
one another with specimens.—Ameri- 
can Boy.

A SEASON OF RACKET. 


The nomination 
of the foregoing 


ticket was preceded1 by a season of 
uproar, growing out of the uoiseat- 
ing of the two contesting 
delega- 


tions from the ninth d'istrict of New 
York city. Ex-Chief of Police Dev- 
ery, who headed one of the 'delega- 
tions, was repudiated- by the conven- 
tion by an almlost unanimous vote 
after scenes of -disorder iu which the 
Devery adherents sought to prevent 
progress of business in the conven- 
tion. 
Devery succeeded in forcing 


his way to the platform and made a 
short speech, appealing to the con- 
vention 'for -faiiir -play. -H« was greet- 
ed /with storm 
of 
mingled cheers 


aud hisses. 


One o:f his delegates who attempt- 


ed to get 
the platform' for an ad- 


dress, was forcibly removed. 
After 


the vote of the canventton declaring 
the ninth district delegation vacant, 
Devery with Ms delegation and sev- 
eral hundred followers left the co:_ 
veution "hall, the big ex-p'aKce chiei 
breathing threats. 


Bird 'S. Coler, former comptroller 


of Greater New York, was nominat- 
ed for governor 
on the first ballot, 


there being no other candidate placed 
before the convention. 


The platform is notable for its lack 


of reference 
to late national plat- 


forms and -perhaps more so for its de- 
mand for the national ownership of 
the anthracite p:oal mines. 


TROUBLE WAS IN SIGHT. 


Interest centered in the meetings 


this morning o>f the committees 011 
platform aud contested seats of the 
democratic state convention. It was

unfortunate precedent. 


DEVERY MAKES THREAT. 


Mr. Devery early expressed the be- 


lief .that he would not be seated. He 
took a seat in the rear of tha con- 
vention hall, saying: "If Mr. Hill 
and his friends refuse me a sent in 
this convention to which I have been 
duly and properly elected, I will hire 
n special train and if Mr. Hill goes 
campaigning I will follow him to 
every place in the state he may go 
to and tell the people the story of 
rank injustice." 


When he made this statement Dev- 


ery was 
surrounded by his friends 


and was with one of his counsel, who 
acquiesced In his decision. 


DEVERY STARTS UPROAR. 


After remaining at the rear of the 


hall for n short time Devery starter 
down the aisle. In a minute the con 
vention hall was in au uproar. Even 
the band was drowned out as dele 
gates and friends stood 
on thei: 


chairs and cheered and waved thei: 
handkerchiefs. 
"He's seated, h-j's 


seated," yelled the crowd, but Devery 
raised his hand and called out, (iNo 


yet, 
not yet.'' 
Then arose the cry 


from one side of the gallery, "What's 
the matter xvith Devery?" and back 
in the roar came the answer, "He's 
till right." 
The ex-chief of polic. 


took a seat in the right of the hal 
and shortly thereafter the announce- 
ment reached the. convention ha] 
that the committee on credentials 
would 
not seat either Devery or 


Goodwin. 
Immediately there was 


great excitement. 
Devery said to a 


reporter: 


"Did you see my reception? 
It 


pleases me very much, to see the peo- 
ple appreciate my presence in this 
convention. I have nothing- to say 
except that I have always been a 
democrat. I am a democrat and wi 
continue to be ti democrat. That is 
all I wish to say now." 


In deciding; the Devery contest a 


number of heated speeches were 
and when it was explained that it 
was Senator Hill's desire thr>t neithei 
Eevery nor Goodwin be recognized, 
r. motion to that effect was carried 
with but few dissenting votes. 


HILL GETS OVATION. 


When Senator Hill entered the con- 


vention hall there was a great out- 
burst of applause. 


At 11:37 the temporary chairman 


tcok the gavel aud rapped for order, 
and the report of the committee on 
credentials was called for. Chairman 
McMahon said: "In presenting the 
report I move the previous question." 
This was to prevent debate. 


When the secretary read, "In the 


Ninth district, New York, neither 
delegation is entitled to seats in the 
convention because of the wholesale 
corruption," a roar of cheers and 
hisses went up, and as it continued 
Devery was seen making his way to 
the platform.

S3 VERY. MAKES SPEECH.- 


He said amid cheers: 
"Democrats 


of this convention, Samuel J. Tilden 
was deprived of his right of fran- 
chise, as were the 
people of the 


United States. We do not want that 
to occur here today. It was through 
the work of a clique of this conven- 
tion that the people of the Ninth dis- 
trict are about to be deprived of a 
similar right. Mr. Hill, 
as state. 


leader of the state of New York, we 
ask justice from you as leader of the 
democratic party. 
We do not come 


hero as honest democrats to be de- 
prived of our rights." 


As Devery left the platform not a 


delegate was in his seat and the gal- 
lery was in a wild state of excite- 
ment. 


IN WILD UPROAR. 


A Devery delegate got to the plat- 


foTr.i and attempted to speak. 
The 


ch-air told him that he could not ad- 
dress the 'convention Amidst a tre- 
mendous uproar he started to speak, 
but a sergeant-at-arms hustled him 
down the steps. For fully feu min- 
utes the convention and spectators 
roared, Eicplaoided and 
hissed 
tuid 


then as fha noise subsided Tempo- 
rary 
Chairman 
Standhfield 
Said: 


"For the sske 'of the delegates to 
this democratic convention nud those' 
present I desire to say that the party 
does not propose to have its voice 
put down or allow its convention to 
be run by tiiugs and ruffians and—•' 


Here the Devery adherents broke 


cut again and drowned Mr. Stanch- 
field's voico by dheers for Devery. 
Tor several minutes it went on and 
then the chair said: "I Want to say 
to the gallery everybody will get 
fair play. 
If the gallery does not 


cease the galleries -will be cleared." 


Cries of "try it—let's see you." 
Finally some semblance of order 


was obtained and then Deveiy pre- 
sented a minority report. 


DISTRICT THROWN OUT. 


The majority report of the com- 


mittee on credentials throwing out 
tho Ninth district 
declared 
that 


neither the Devery nor the Goodwin 
delegates were entitled to seats by 
reason of "wholesale corruption per- 
taining to the primary election in 
said district whereby it cannot be 
determined what delegates were le- 
gally elected." 


The majority report 
was 
sus- 


taine'd, the counties voting in whole 
or in part in favor of the seating of 
the Devery delegates being: Queens, 
7 for, 2 against; Suffolk, 4 for, 2 
against; Wyoming1, 3 
for; 
Yfttes, 


3 for. 


All of the other counties voted for 


the majority report declaring the 
seats of the 
delegates 
from the 


Ninth vacant. 


When 
the vote had 
been 
an- 


nounced Devery left 
t-nc h^H fol- 


lowed by his delegates and friends. 
There was not much trouble or cheer- 
ing. 


The-committee on permanent or- 


ganization made Us report, naming 


Martin W.. Littleton, 
c-f Brooklyn, 


for permanent chairman. 


ME. LITTLETON'S SPEECH. 


In assuming the chair, Mr. Little- 


ton said in part: 


"In the very midst of a profound 


political peace in the nation, 
two 


years this side of a national election, 
we find ft most extraordinary activ- 
ity among prominent republican of- 
ficials. 


"Tho president, although strenu- 


ously diligent in the discharge of his 
grave duties, finds it necessary, or 
agreeable, or both, to -make a tour 
of the New England states, speak 
at every place of interest. The bur- 
den of his vigorous oratory at first 
was an extravagant defense of his 
cabinet, coupled with & perpetual in- 
junction to his hearers to not hesitate 
in doing the 
'rough work of life.' 


Much of this could be forgiven to his 
ardent infatuation 
for his 
official 


family. 
But something in his keen 


observation of the people led him to 
believe that they were not so much 
interested in his official family and 
the 'rough wcrk' as they were in the 
question of \'.\z regulation 'of trusts. 
True to reckless disregard of conse- 
quences he undertook to dispose of 
this profound economical problem in 
a skirmish fight. Let it jbe snid in 
praise of his candor, if not of his m- 
geihiity, that he admitted, at tn^ out- 
set the urgent necessity o-f a' strong 
supervising 
hand—an 
admission 


which, the whole republican 
party 


would rejoice were it unmade. 


He hastened to assure them of a 


remedy. 
Simply stated, the remedy 


is to have all the states meet in due 
season, and first solemnly admit that 
they are powerless to cope with these 
harmless 'captains of industry,' and 
to agree to delegate to the federal 
govca'nment all power which they 
now possess upon that subject. Then 
.et the federal 
government 
take 


charge of them, and the president 
solemnly promises that he would see 


it that the federal government 


would control tli&m. In view of the 
'act that the processes of amendment 
and enactment will 
require nearly 


nine years, it is not too much to say 
that this is a 'strenuous' 
promise. 


This revolutionary 
remedy would 


:ypify trust development by taking 
all the .power of all the states and 
delegating it to the federal govern- 
ment. 
Then, w-hen the -trusts had 


elected enoug'h men who regarded 
:hem simply as 'captains of industry,' 
fte states wauld be powerless and the 
trusts would be free. 
; 


PURPOSE NO DISTURBANCE, 
i 


"The president sayb that he does i 


ot regard the reduction of 
tariff i 


lutias upon trust-made articles as 
in efficient or safe remedy, because 
t would injure the legitimate as well 
is the illegitimate industries. 
We 


do not propose to disturb; we do not 
iropose to attack legitimate indus- 
ries; wa do not seek to take away 
rom them anything which foelongs 
o them, but we propose to withhold 
he aid of this great 
government 


rom them; we propose to make them 
tand alone; we propose to take -away 
he unnecessary protection now af- 
orded them and let the commercial 
iRtterias of the world-be trained upon 
hem with the shot and ^hell of com- 
letition until they are driven from 
heir entrenchment of .protection out 
nto the open field of honest trade. 


''Rattier than do this the repuhli- 
an party now proposes to revolu- 
ionize the government, change its 
orm and further encroach upon the 
igli-t of local 
self-government in 


state." 


The speaker quoted from the tariff 


.nd a ruling of the board of general 
.ppraisers to show that the aiithra- 
ite coal companies were protected 
ud declared the present 
situation 


iroug'ht about by the coal strike was 
but n. mr-nifestation of the irresist- 
ble power of those protected n;.a- 
lopolies." 


IHTST WAIT LONG. 


Continuing, he said: 
"Are we to wait nine or ten years 
or the remedy "a gainst such an acute 
oiiciition of evil? 
Must the presi- 


dent run about the country apolo- 
gizing for tlie menace of such con- 
STHS while winter approaches and 


hundreds of firesides will be cold and 
lark and suffering unspeakable will 
msiie? If the tariff has no more to 
-o with trusts than the penal code 
as to do with ordinary affairs, how 
an the removal of the tariff 'be so 
mrtful to those great ''captains of 
ndustry?' 
Not only the president. 


Hit members of his cabinet are out 
:rying from the housetops 
to the 


•eople to pause in their 'rough work' 
nd behold the great prosperity. The 
secretary of the treasury having in 
ninety days acquainted himself with 
he simple problems of finance, is 
stamping around the country apolo- 
gizing to hungry people because they 
lave no beef and coal. Why does he 
not have the courage of his fellow- 
citizens of Iowa 
and take up the 


jattle to drive these combinations 
!rom the 
-'shelter 
of a protective 


•ariff?' 


'•'The secretary of war is out on the 


lighways of politics, willing at all 
imes to admit that the present ad- 
ministration is perhaps the ablest 
,nd most efficient in the history of 
.he nation. 


"The speaker of the house, though 


icarred by service in battles fierce 
ind indurated to all wearing experi- 
ences of politics, does not care to en- 
oiinter the people of his district, and 
jave a reason for tlie government 


continuing to support monopolies.*' 


The chairman then turned to state 


artairs, quoting from the platform 
adopted at the recent republican con- 
vention, and denouncing that party 
for its failure to observe its pledges. 


THE PLATFORM. 


At the conclusion of Mr. (Littleton's 


speech the platform was presented. 
It calls for 
steadfast fidelity to 


American principles, for the lack o: 
which 
it arraigns 
the republican 


party; demands the 
return to the 


principles of Thomas 
Jefferson to 


srop demoralization of the country 
opposes trusts that injuriously affect 
consumer and employer and drive 
out small manufacturers, and espe- 
cially condemns the so-called bsef 
and coal trusts 
for "unreasonably 


depriving the people of necessities of 
life." 


Restriction of the 
amassing of 


wealth is advocated and the amend- 
ment of the tariff law by placing the 
necessities of life on the free list is 
demanded. 
The Diugley tariff law 


is condemned as a whole. The presi- 
dent is criticised for dilatory conduci 
and is accused of not wanting to 
offend tho trusts. 


The platform assorts that the .prop- 


osition to amend ths United States 
constitution to enable the 
federal 


government to proceed against the 
(rusts is a mere subterfuge to get 
delay; condemns the neglect of the 
national and state administration to 


&rce the Sherman law and the 


Donnelly state law; favors trade ex- 
pansion, but objects to this country 
"aping England in trying to estab- 
lish a colonial government;" 
con- 


demns the action of the government 
in its treatment of the Philippines; 
demands justice for Cuba iu the mat- 
ter cf trade by reducing the tariff 
to a strictly revenue basis; demands

ship and operation of the anthracite 
coal mines by the • exercise of the 
right of eminent domain, with just 
compensation to owners. Ninety per 
cent, of the anthracite coal deposits 
of the world being in the state of 
Pennsylvania, national 
ownership 


can but be in the interest of the whole 
people. 


"Fuel, like water, being a public 


necessity, we advocate national own- 
ership and operation of the mines as 
a solution of the problem which will 
relieve the country from the suffer- 
ings which follow differences between 
labor and capital in the -anthracite 
mines. This course will insure peace 
in the mining regions and remove the 
cause for differences leading not only 
to suffering, but oft times to blood- 
shed and insurrection. 


"It will relieve 1ftie consumers of 


coal, not only in this state, but 
throughout the "whole country; insure 
steady employment and ample com- 
pensation to labor; transfer children 
from the mines to the schools; insure, 
strengthen and preserve the stability 
of the business interests and popular 
institutions of our country.

of Mayor Maybury and appointed a 
cajnniittes of ten citizens to attend 
tlie convention nt -Detroit. 


"The coal situation 
here is very 


critical. 
No soft coal contracts of 


any kind are offered, and not a ton 
of anthracite coal can be purchased. 
The city depends entirely upon nat- 
ural gas for dbmestic purposes and 
all factories must use coal during the 
cold season. To make matters worse, 
the gas .pressure is now lower than 
it has ever •been heretofore and gas 
may not supply the 
domestic de- 


mands. 
If this 'happens thousands 


cf families will he without fuel, our 
wood supply being nearly exhausted. 


"Public feeling is intense against 


the mine owners, and if the strike is 
not sstiled immediately 
there will 


not only be n pnblic calamity, but, 
also a political 
landslide. 
People 


begin to realize what it means to be 
at the mercy of the trusts and to pay 
trust • prices for 
all commodities, 


especially for coal and meat, and they 
are ready to revolt.
